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Coimnodity  summary 

Holdings  of  butter,  poultry,  frozen  flniits,  and  vegetables  on  February  1  were  above 
the  1956-60  average  for  the  date  and,  except  for  poultry,  were  also  larger  than 
February  1,  i960  stocks,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board,    Warehouse  holdings 
of  creamery  butter  were  down  1  million  pounds  to  76  million  by  February  1,  These 
stocks  were  more  than  double  the  holdings  of  a  year  earlier  and  10  percent  more 
than  average  for  the  date.    In-bound  movements  of  frozen  turkeys  raised  warehouse 
stocks  to  170  million  pounds,  one  of  the  largest  holdings  for  this  time  of  year. 
Total  poultry  stocks,  however,  were  down  3  million  pounds  to  298  million.  This 
time  last  year,  poultry  stocks  were  300  million  pounds  while  the  average  for  February 
1  is  296  million.    The  January  net-change  in  frozen  fjmit  stocks  was  in  line  with 
usual  performance,    A  reduction  of  39  million  pounds  compares  with  36  million  reported 
for  both  January  I96O  and  the  January  5-year  period  ended  I96O.    Stocks  on  Febiniaiy  1, 
at  }]}\)\  million  pounds,  were  h  percent  higher  than  average  and  3  percent  larger  than  at 
this  time  a  year  ago.    Supply  build  up  of  orange  concentrate  during  January  fell  short 
of  the  January  gain  last  year.    At  that  time,  stocks  increased  12  million  gallons  to 
33  million.    This  year,  stocks  were  up  9  million  to  a  total  of  23  million.    The  average 
January  gain  also  is  9  million  gallons  while  the  inventory  of  26  million  gallons  is 
average  for  this  time  of  year.    Frozen  vegetable  stocks  were  reduced  by  a  greater  than 
average  amount.    The  January  decline  of  105  miHon  pounds  left  878  million  in  storage. 
These  compare  with  an  average  January  reduction  of  83  million  pounds  and  average 
February  1  stocks  of  728  million  pounds.    American  cheese  supplies  fell  off  about  5 
million  pounds  leaving  287  million  pounds.    For  Febmaiy  1,  these  stocks  were  15  per- 
cent under  average  but  17  percent  above- a  year  earlier.    A  6,000-case  increase  in 
shell  egg  stocks  brought  February  1  holdings  to  82,000  cases.    Shell  eggs  totaled 
301;, 000  cases  this  time  last  year  while  the  average  is  232,000  cases.    Frozen  egg 
holdings,  at  51|  million  pounds,  were  13  percent  below  average  and  28  percent  under 
February  1,  I96O,    January  gains  in  red  meats  brought  warehouse  stocks  to  W4.2  million 
pounds.    Increases  in  pork  and  canned  maate  were  more  ihan  snffficient  to  counter  the 
reduction  in  beef,  veal,  lamb  and  mutton.    By  February  1,  red  meat  holdings  were  about 
one-fourth  less  than  average  and  a  year  earlier. 

Storage  occupancy  in  public  warehouses 

By  Feoruaiy  1,  cooler  occupancy  in  public  warehouses  was  down  2 -per  cent  age  points  to 
53  percent.    On  Februaiy  1,  I960,  cooler  occupancy  was  52  percent  while  the  1956-6C 
average  is  51|  percent.    Contrary  to  the  national  reduction,  small  gains  in  cooler 
occupancy  were  reported  in  the  West  North  Central,  West  South  Central  and  Mountain 
regions.    Freezer  occupancy  was  also  reduced  2-percentage  points.    On  February  1,  this 
occupancy  was  down  to  69  percent,  equal  to  a  year  earlier  and  average.    The  falling 
off  of  freezer  occupancy  during  January  was  shared  by  all  regions  except  the  East  and 
West  North  Central,  where  occupancy  was  unchanged  and  the  South  Atlantic  where  it  was 
higher. 

Ceneral  commodity  movement 

February  1  stocks  in  refrigerated  storage  amounted  to  5.3  billion  pounds,  about  the 
same  as  a  year  earlier  but  slightly  larger  than  average.    During  January,  cooler-held 
stocks  of  dried  and  evaporated  fruits,  nuts,  shell  eggs,  and  red  meats  increased  but 
these  gains  were  less  than  the  total  reduction  in  other  items.    Product  weight  in 
coolers  totaled  2.1;  billion  pounds.    Freezer-stored  products,  reduced  by  67  million 
pounds,  totaled  2,9  billion  by  February  1.    Except  for  frozen  ;j\iices  and  pork,  all 
items  were  in  smaller  supply  than  a  month  earlier. 

Dairy  and  dairy  products 

Cream  stocks,  reduced  by  1  million  pounds  during  January,  totaled  7  million  on 
Februaiy  1.    This  was  about  equal  to  stocks  held  this  date  last  year  and  average. 
Warehouse  holdings  of  butter  totaled  76  million  pounds  on  February  1,  down  1  million 
pounds  from,  the  month  before.    This  time  last  year  a  gain  of  3  million  brought  February  1 
stocks  to  31;  million  pounds.    Average  February  1  stocks  are  69  million  pounds  and  the 
average  January  net  change  is  a  loss  of  6  million  pounds.. 
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The  5-million  pound  net  reduction  in  cheese  stocks  during  January  was  about  one-fourth 
of  the  reduction  for  the  corresponding  month  last  year  and  the  average.  Warehouse 
holdings  of  cheese  totaled  328  million  pounds  on  February  1  and  compare  with  283 
million  in  storage  a  year  earlier.    Average  stocks  are  372  million  pounds. 

Juices 3  fruits^  and  vegetables 

Supplies  of  orange  concentrate  totaled  23  million  gallons  on  February  1^  do"wn  11  per- 
cent from  average  and  31  percent  from  a  year  earlier »    The  stock  build  up  of  9  millon 
gallons  during  January  was  25  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier  but  average  for  the 
dateo    Seasonal  reductions  in  frozen  fruits  brought  February  1  warehouse  holdings 
down  to  kkh  million  pounds „    For  the  date^  these  supplies  were  l5  million  pounds  above 
both  the  average  and  year  earlier  stocks.    All  fruit  items,  except  frozen  apples,  were 
in  smaller  supply  on  February  1  than  a  month  earlier,    A  special  survey  of  frozen 
strawberry  stocks,  by  container  size,  showed  that  approximately  h3  percent  were  in 
retail  containers  (20  ounces  or  less)  and  57  percent  in  institutional  and  industrial 
containers.    Frozen  vegetable  reductions  during  January  were  larger  than  average. 
A  drop  of  105  million  pounds  brought  warehouse  stocks  to  878  million  pounds.  This 
reduction  was  about  one-fourth  greater  than  average  for  January  and  one-sixth  larger 
than  in  1.960«,    Stocks  on  hand  February  1  were  21  percent  above  average  and  16  percent 
above  February  1^  I96O0 

Meat  and  meat  products 

January  net  input  of  red  meats  totaled  19  million  pounds,  about  one-third  the  January 
i960  gain  and  one-half  the  average,    February  1  stocks  of  red  meats  totaled  kh2  millon 
pounds e    A  net  reduction  of  beef  during  January — 15  million  pounds — was  twice  the 
decline  for  the  month  last  year  and  5  times  the  average.    Beef  holdings  which  totaled 
155  million  pounds  on  February  1  were  21  percent  below  holdings  for  this  date  last 
year  and  18  percent  below  the  1956-60  average.    A  gain  of  30  million  pounds  in  stocks 
of  pork  was  17  million  short  of  a  year  earlier  and  6  milHion  below  average.  On 
February  1,  pork  stocks  totaled  200  million  pounds  and  compare  with  312  million  stored 
on  February  1,  1960«    The  average  is  309  million  pounds.    Stocks  of  frozen  picnics 
were  about  equal  to  those  of  a  month  earlier,  but  27  percent  below  stocks  on  February 
I5  1960e    Frozen  ham  stocks  at  I|.2  million  pounds  on  February  1  were  18  million  pounds 
larger  than  those  of  a  month  earlier  but  9  million  less  than  stocks  on  February  1, 
1960c    Holdings  of  frozen  bellies  totaled  k3  million  pounds  on  February  1,  a  net  gain 
of  10  million  from  a  month  earlier.     These  stocks  compare  with  92  million  pounds  in 
storage  on  February  1,  I96O0
